Licensing conditions in respect of import of Equip¬ 
ment and'Services under the Yen Credit of Yen 
9.5 Billion (ID-P. 35) for the Implementation of 
the Aonla Fertilizer Plant Project of the Indian 
Farmers Fertilizer Cooperative Ltd. flFFCO) ex¬ 
tended by the overseas economic Cooperation Fund 
(OECF) of .lapan. 

Section F-General Conditions : 

I (i) The Ven Cfedit of Yen 9.5 billion extended bv 
the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF) 


for financing the import requirements of the Aonla Ferti¬ 
liser Project of IFFCO is untied in favour of Japan and 
ail the developing countries including India. Accordingly 
the goods and services to be procured under this credit can 
be procured from Japan and all countries (including India) 
enumerated in the list at Anncxure-I which will be eligible 
source countries under the credit. 

1. (ii) IFFCO has already been issued a bulk import 
licence No. I/CG/2041440 dated 24-10-85 for an amount 
of Rs. 175 crores to meet its import requirements for the, 
Aonla Fertiliser 'Plant Project. The import licence is valid 
till 23-10-1987. 

I. (iii) Request for turlher e.xtensionlissue of fresh 
import licence, if any, sh ' he referred to the Deptt,. of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Scciion). 

I. (iv) Imports tO' be financed under the Credit are res¬ 
tricted to the list of goods and services attached to the 
import licence, duly attested by the licensing authorities. 

I. (v) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permit¬ 
ted against the import licence. Any payment _ towards 
Indian Agents commission should be made in Indian rupees 
to the agent in India, such payments, however, will form 
part of the licence value and W'ill, therefore, be charged 
to the licence. 

I. (vi) Firm order must ba placed on I-0'B|C&F basis on 
the Overseas supplier located in the countries mentioned 
in Annexure-I and sent to the Department of Econcmic 
Affairs (Japan Section). “Firpi order.s" means purchase 
orders placed bv the Indian IJcencee cn the overseas Sup¬ 
plier duly signed by the latter or purchase contract duly 
signed bv both the Indian importer and the overseas sup¬ 
plier. Orders on Indian Agents of overseas ‘uppHers and'or 
orders confirmation of such Indian .Agents are not accept¬ 
able. 

I. (vii) All payments must be completed within 4 
months front tfie expiry of the import licence. Individual 
payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. The 
contract should provide for payment on cash basis i.e. on 
presentation of .shipping documents. No credit facility of 
any kind will be permitted to be as ailed of by the Indian 
importer from the Overseas supplier. The contract should 
provide for the period of delivery of goods as follows;—

In fixing the terminal date' for shipment it should be 
noted that Ibis date should not he beyond 30-6-90. 

Section-II—Special points to bs kept in view while rpgo- 
iiating a supply contract. 

II (i) The FOBjC&F value of the contract should be 
expressed in Yen (Fraction of yen 'Tiould be omitted) and 
sboiU t exclude Indian Agent's commission if .any. which 
sljould be paid in Indian rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be expressed 
in Indian nn-ces or in anv other enrrenev, The purchase 
order and the supplier's order confirinarion should be in 
English only. 

II (ii) Procurement of ail goods and services to bo

(e) In case the supplier is located in Japan, the supply 
contract should contain a clause that the Japanese 
supplier agrees to make shipping arrangements in 
consultation with the Embassy of India, Tokyo and 
for that purpose he would keep the Embassy of India 
Tokyo informed of the goods involved and notify 
the Embassy of India atleast six weeks in advance of 
the shipping required so that suitable arrangements 
could be made. In exceptional cases, where the 
Indian importer require it, this period of notice may 
be reduced. The Japanese supplier should also agree 
to send a cable advice to the importer after each 
shipment giving the necessary details and a copy 
thereof should be sent to the Embassy of India.

VIU) The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward the negotiable 
shipping documents to the accredited bankers of importer as 
indicated in the Appendix to the relevant Letter of Authority 
and the bankers will in turn ensure that the rupee deposits 
are invariably made at RBI, New Delhi or S.BJ. Tis Hazarl, 
Delhi before releasing the shipping documents. Interest charges 
on the rupee-i^uivalents of the Yen payments calculated at 
the rate prevailmg from time to time, the present rate being 
12% per annum for the first 30 days and @ IS per cent per 
annum for the period in excess thereof reckoned from the 
date of payment by the Bank of India, Tokyo to the Overseas 
Supplier to the date of actual rupee deposit have also to be 
deposited alongwith the principal payment, in terms of Public 
Notice No. 3HTC(PN)/83 dated 10-8-83. 

It should be noted that interest is chargeable for both 
the days i.c, the day on which payment is made to the 
Overseas Supplier and also the day on which rupee deposit 
is made in Government Account vide Public Notice No.
